Settle With Union, 


DETROIT, May 29 (AP)—The 
van d of 75,000 Chrysler Corp. 
workers began trickling back into 
the plants today, their 17-day 
strike ended by a straight 13-cent- 
an-hour wage increase. 

With their return the second 

or labor dispute in the auto- 
mobile industry this year was 
written off the books. 

Chrysler’s settlement with the 
CIO United Auto Workers,, an- 
nounced last night, bettered by 2 
cents the rise given 225,000 strike- 
threatening General Motors em- 
ployes three days earlier. 

Part of the General Motors 11- 
cent increase, however, is geared 
to the cost of living, while the 
Chrysler boost is not. A rise in 
the cost of living would be re- 
flected” in the neral Motors 
wage, @ drop would wipe out part 
—but could not wipe out all—of it. 
The Chrysler boost is a dat in- 
crease, with no flexible provision 
for. cost-of-living changes. 

Half of Demand. 

The increase at Chrysler provid- 
ed less than half the union’s orig- 
inal demand, but more than twice 
Chrysler's best previous offer. 

It also extended the company’s 
contract, due to expire in 11 
months, until August 1950, Either 
Chrysler or the UAW can seek an 
adjustment of wage rates once 
any time after June 15, 1949. Sal- 
aried employes, some of them rep- 
resented by the UAW, were given 
an 8 per cent rise with a floor of 
$20 a month, 5 | 

There was no official explana- 
‘tion as to why Chrysler settled 
for a flat sum rather than the 
widely-heralded G. M. C. sliding 
scale. However, a union custoni- 
arily holds out fer a penny or two 
more than the pattern for its 
members on strike, 

Chrysler would not say whether 
it plans to increase car prices to 
cover its higher labor costs.

“Signal Victory.” 

The UAW promptly hailed the 
settlement as a “signal victory 
for all American workers in view 
of the determination of industry 
as a whole to fight against any 
wage increase at all or, in some 
instances, to fight for wage reduc- 
— while prices continue to 
rise, 

Norman Matthews, UAW Chrys- 
ler director, said tho strike had 
“cracked the solid opposition” of 
the auto, steel and electrical indus- 
tries to pay rises this year. 

Despite the settlement, only a 
handful of employes were called 
back to work today to prepare 
machines for production, Chrysler 
said assembly-line operations could 
not be resumed for more than a 
week, ; 

Chrysler workers in 16 plants in 
Michigan, Indiana and California 
left their jobs May 12 in a demand 
for a 30-cent boost and several 
non-wage benefits, On the eve of 
ee strike the union scaled down 
ts. demand to 17 cents. Chrysler's 
best previous offer was 6 cents, 
and that was withdrawn after the 
union turned it down. 

The wage demand at Ford also 
is 30 cents, 5 more than was asked 
of General Motors. Negotiations 
with Ford are slated to start with- 
in three weeks. 

$1.68 Chrysler Wage. 

Chrysler’s average hourly wage 
was boosted to $1.63, compared 
with G.M.’s $1.61 under the new 
contract there. But a slight rise 
in the cost of living could push 
G.M.’s average past Chrysler’s 
when the first quarterly adjust- 
ment is made in September. 

Ford, in asking for a pay cut 
two weeks ago, contended its rates 
were higher than those at its two 
princi competitors.

Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall last night defended his 


campaign and warned the West 
against being led into a trap bait- 


ed with propaganda. 
Marshall made his newest report 
on American foreign policy in a 


speech before the General Federa- 
tlon of Women's Clubs at Port- 
land, Ore, It was his first full- 
length address since the Russian 
“peace offensive” opened almost 
three weeks ago. 

Continued Firmness Urged, 

Marshall's theme appeared to be 
that the Western powers are win- 
ning the cold war with Russia but 
the end is not yet in sight. He 
stressed that peace prospects de- 
pend mainly on a continued west- 
ern policy of firmness with the 
Soviet Union—a policy which he 
said may be threatened from two 
sides: . 

1. The strong and impatient 
desire of people everywhere for 
a return to “normal conditions” 
may lead the West into a Rus- 
sian peace trap, 

2. Americans may engage in 
some “thoughtless or spasmodic 
action” which could damage the 
confidence of other peoples—un- 
easy enough at best—in the re- 
liability of the United States as 
a world leader. 

“Cynical Propaganda.” 

Marshall bluntly called the So- 
viet peace moves “a cynical propa- 
ganda cumpaign to offset a sin-

Marshall repeated the United 
States charge that Russia dis- 
torted the meaning of Ambassa- 
dor Walter Bedell Smith's state- 
ment on American policy to For- 
Au Minister V. M. Molotov early 
this month. By striking out two 
key sentences when Smith's state- 
ment was published, Marshall 
said, the Russians sought to cre- 
ate a false impression that the 
United States was making over- 
tures for a cold war settlement. 

“Tt meant to me,” he said, “that 
the officials of the Soviet govern- 
ment knew we would recognize 
that the purpose of their release 
was to gain a propaganda advan- 
tage in order to mislead the Amer- 
ican public, in fact the world pub- 
lic, as to the sincerity of their de- 
sire to reach an understanding.“ 

He summarized efforts made 
thus far by the United States and 
other nations to create nae 
stable conditions through the 
United Nations and the Council of 
Foreign Ministers, but added that 
these efforts thus far have failed. 

Reply to Criticism. 

Noting the criticism of the State 
Department for its chilly reception 
of Moscow's hints that it was 
ready to “negotiate an agreement” 
with the United States, Marshall 
said: 

“There is an overwhelming de- 
mand for some agreement to wipe 
out fear of war and to bring about 
a return to norma! conditions, and 
therefore strong resentment of 
any statement or lack of action 
that appears contrary. to the ful 
fillment of that desire. 

“My friends, these great desires 
are impelled by deep emotions but 
those emotions must not lead us 
into ill-advised and trustful ac- 
tions which hazard the future of 
this country. 

“T feel certain that the continu- 
ation of the firm course we have 
been following will lead to the 
solution.of the worst of our diffi- 
culties and will eventually clear 
the way to a sound basis for peace. 
I am absolutely certain that only 
such a firm and determined course 
can save the situation, for the 
democracies.” 

Trade Act Change Opposed. 

Marshall said that the conduct 
of American policy must be con- 
sistent and reassure the worried 
people of Europe that they can 
rely on it with confidence. He 
declared: “The present destructive 
proposal for the amendment or 
emasculation of the reciprocal 
trade agreement acts is a case in 
point.” 

The Administration has asked 
for a three-year extension of pres- 
ent reciprocal trade policies, The 
House has approved only a one- 
year extension with a final veto 
power vested in Congress on any 
trade agreement reached.

„St. Loulsans were assured by 
an expert today that their speech 
has more natural grace than that 
of any of the other users of na- 
tive American-English. St. Louis 
was one of the 10 American cities 


selected as having the best “speech 
habits” in the United States. 

The expert charmed by St. 
Louisans’ speech was Max Sher- 
over, director of the Linguaphone 
Institute of America, a company 
which manufactures phonograph 
records for teaching languages. 

As a matter of fact, said Sher- 
over, Midwesterners speak the 
best American-English in the 
country. The stronghold of the 
most pleasing speech in the Unit- 
ed States, in his opinion, is Chi- 
cago, because “it is the center ol 
the United States and has accept- 


ed the best speech habits of the’) acted a month ago. 


North, South, East and West.” 

| Other cities where natives’ 
speech rings pleasingly in Sher- 
over’s ears include Boston, the 
best American-English on the 
Seaboard; Atlanta, typifying the 
best English of the South; Dallas, 
best in the Southwest; Los Ange- 
les, best ‘in the Far West “with a 
continental connotation, due to 
Spanish influence,” and Portland, 
Me., for its “cosmopolitan” speech 
due to New England clipped 
speech combined with “overtones 
of its large French population.” 

Also on the approved list were 
Minneapolis, whose residents 
“make the best use of British-Ca- 
nadian influence together with 
American speech”; Baltimore, for 
its speech of “strong character,” 
and Atlantic City, N.J., where 
Sherover found that residents had 
adopted the best speech habits of 
everyone who goes there on vaca- 
tion.

Jerusalem, the Fought Over 
The Old City has been captured once more al- 


| though the battle for the newer sections of Jeru- 


salem still rages. This time it has been taken by 
the Arabs from the Jews. And as was so often 
the case in the past, the victory is of little mili- 
tary significance. Jerusalem is well within the 
area granted to the Arabs by the United Nations 
plan for the partition of Palestine. 


True, the city stands between the desert and 
the sea where the Jericho road branches off from 
the ancient highway that runs up and down 
Palestine, from Hebron to Bethel. But neither 
for defense nor for commerce is it nearly as im- 
portant as the coastal cities. Yet it has become 
the most fought over city in the whole world. 

In 30 centuries it has endured about as many 
sieges. It has been captured by David and Joash, 
by Antiochus and Chosroes the Persian, by Pom- 
pey, Crassus and Titus, by Omar, by Godfrey of 
Bouillon, by Saladin and by Allenby. Nebuch- 
adnezzar and Hadrian destroyed it almost ut- 
terly, and more than a dozen other conquerors 
sought to leave not one of its stones upon 
another. 

Yet old Jerusalem was rebuilt no less than 18 
times. Where once the Nile gods of the Egyp- 
tiang were worshipped, Solomon built the great 
temple to enshrine the Ark of the Covenant. 
The Romans built temples to Jupiter, Venus and 
Serapis; and they set the brazen boar, emblem 
of the Tenth Legion, over its gates. Christians 
raised churches surmounted by the cross. Under 
the crescent of Allah and Mohammed, Saracens 
and Arabs built mosques. And the Jews built 
synagogues which they still were defending only 
yesterday. 3 | 

Religion, of course, gave Jerusalem its .emi 
nence in the hearts and minds of men. No less 
than six widespread faiths have looked to it 
as a holy place, if not their fountainhead. They 


have acclaimed it as the bride of kings and the 
mother of prophets. Pilgrims have been making 
their way to it for centuries and centuries. Con- 
stantine, Justinian, Charlemagne and many an- 
other monarch sent rich gifts to ornament the 
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comments, the remarks of Joseph A. McClain 
Jr., former Washington University law dean, 
that the separate school would offer substantially 
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equal education stand out in contrast. 
The question before Gov. Donnelly is three- 
fold. It is the wasteful use of nearly a half-

However, those who established the Leonard 
Wood Memorial did not forget. They recalled 
his long fight against yellow fever and his later 
determination to do what he could to stamp out 
Hansen's disease or, as it is still commonly 
called, leprosy. So they gave the memorial the 
form of a continuing crusade against. this mis- 
understood plague. 

Knowing that the age-old prejudice against 
leprosy is not justified, the Leonard Wood Me- 
morial has made it part of its work to spread in- 
formation which will change this attitude. It is 
pointing out that victims of leprosy should be 
treated not as pariahs, but merely as sick people. 
It is emphasizing the fact that early treatment 
can arrest the disease, but it is also looking for 
an absolute cure. The motto of the Memorial 
is: “To leave no scientific step untaken that 
holds any promise of finding the solution of this 
age-old curse of the human race.” 

This work is supported entirely by contribu- 
tions from private sources. The organization, 
with headquarters at 1 Madison avenue, New 
York, makes an annual appeal for help: It does 
so on Memorial day. We hope that this year's 
response will be generous.

A thick 
French lamb chop worked out at a nickel each 
or $1:20 for two dozen—just something to have 
on hand; a three-rib standing roast might run 
up to a couple of dollars, and no one ever bought 
a rolled roast of anything. A ‘business man’s 
lunch’ at the Chinaman’s offered for 50 cents 
the whole Chinese list or a thick T-bone steak. 
Most of us seemed to go for the chop suey just 
to get away from the monotony of thick 
T-bones.”

Homer L. Thorp, chief account- 
ant for the commission, who will 
be cross-examined at length in 
the session next month, was ques- 
tioned on two phases yesterday by 
John Mohler, company attorney, 
One of these was his recommenda- 
tion for adjustment in expense al- 
lowed for wages and for employ- 
ment and training of telephone 
operators, which he estimated 
would increase net operating in- 
come by $262,842 a year. The other 
was his proposal to knock out 
two items of the annual cost of 
employe pensions aggregating 
$633,100 a year. 

Saving From Dial Service. 

Mohler challenged Thorp’s idea 
that the saving in operating ex- 
pense would result from cutting 
out 884 operators as 19 exchanges 
are converted from manual to dial 
service in 1948-50. 

“Ror the life of me,” said Thorp, 
“T can’t see why you are going 
to dispense with the services of 
884 trained operators, then spend 
$464,000 a year to train more of 
them—so I wonder if I wasn’t too 
conservative in my estimates.” 
Mohler replied that the 884 op- 
erators to be made unnecessary 
were scattered in various towns, 
“and we can’t keep them in a 
stockade.” 

Robert L. Bence, a company 
traffic engineer, called in rebut- 
tal as to the operators’ expense, 
gave a series of statistical an- 
awers which he sald were intend- 
ed to show that Thorp’s estimates 
were incorrect. Bence, who had 
made an admitted guess at a pre- 
vious session that 2 per cent of 
Missouri long-distance calls were 
canceled because circuits were not 
available, testified yesterday that 
a subsequent study indicated the 
correct proportion was only .4 of 
1 per cent.
